CINEMA  FILMS  are  shown 
Monday  and  Wednesday  at  5 
and  7 p.m.  in  187  Knight  Bldg., 
according  to  Kevan  Smith,  fea- 
ture films  advertising  manager. 

Plot  of  the  movie,  which  is 
based  on  the  Greek  myth  “Or- 
pheus and  Eurydice,”  has  to  do 
with  a young  girl  who  went  to 
Rio  de  Janeiro  to  live  with  her 
cousin. 

It  was  carnival  time  and  a 
figure  dressed  in  the  mask  of 
death  followed  this  girl  every- 
where she  went.  She  met  Or- 
pheus and  the  two  fell  in  love. 
Yet,  death  continued  to  haunt 
her,  and  Orpheus  unwillingly 
helped  death  accomplish  his 
purpose. 

“BECAUSE  OF  THE  popular- 
ity it  has  enjoyed  we  expect  the 
movie,  which  was  filmed  in  col- 
or and  features  an  all-Negro 
cast,  to  be  well  attended,  said 
Smith.  “We  recommend  that  as 
many  people  as  possible  attend 
the  5 p.m.  showing,”  he  said.

Bookstore  charges  tax 
on  noneducation  items 


The  Utah  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion has  ordered  the  BYU  Book- 
store to  charge  a three  per  cent 
sales  tax  on  all  items  not  con- 
cerned with  education. 

The  tax,  which  went  into  ef- 
fect Thursday,  is  charged  on 
such  items  as  clothing,  drugs, 
candy,  phonograph  records, 
greeting  cards,  clocks,  radios, 
cosmetics  and  other  such  items. 

TEXT  BOOKS,  engineering 
and  art  supplies,  trade  books, 
notebooks,  pens,  pencils  and  oth- 
er related  educational  items  do 
not  come  under  this  tax. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  BYU  that  a sales  tax 
has  been  collected  on  retail  items 
sold  at  the  University.  Because 
the  school  is  a non-profit  or- 
ganization, it  had  not  been  re- 


quired to  collect  such  a tax  un- 
til the  tax  commission  issued 
the  recent  order. 

A spokesman  for  the  State 
Tax  Commission  told  BYU  of- 
ficials that  BYU  has  been  ex- 
empt from  taxes  because  the 
school  saves  the  state  millions 
of  dollars  each  year  by  provid- 
ing education  to  some  5,300 
Utah  resident  college  students 
and  590  elementary  and  second- 
arw  school  children. 

LAST  APRIL,  THE  commis- 
sion asked  for  a review  of  the 
situation  since  the  commission 
had  determined  that  all  sales 
conducted  by  the  Bookstore 
were  not  within  the  realm  of 
ordinary  operations  of  a relig- 
ious institution.
